Brink, a successful Betroit insuraaos man, began making color films in the 
late 30* 8 on a trip to the Vest Indies. Since tlxea he has spent a substantial part 
of each year touring the world recording landscapes and rituals in rich and colorful 
films. He has traveled in 104 countries and has one foot of film for each of the 
450,000 miles he has covered. In his contacts with the many peoples of the globe 
he has encountered curiosity but never hostility* Very little of the world has he 
missed* Brink has explored 4unglas and lived with pygmies and with the Cayapas 
Indians in Ecuador. He even hopes to include Eussia on a future itinerary. A few 
of the unique clubs to which he belongs are The Explorers Club of New York, 
Adventurers Club of Hew York, Circumnavigators Cl^ and The Arabian Knights Officers 
Club of Saudi Arabia.

green countryside, tea and rice farming and wheat harvesting* This is Xollowed by

mountains and palm— JULned shores on dreamy lagoons* On the outer reefs the 
thundering surf turns the sea to a snowy white*

Then a young coii^ple show everyday life as they climb coconut trees for fruit, visit 
friends whcsa they greet by touciilng cheeks and, after dr inkin g French wine and eating. 
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they dance* The pearl fisheries, too, are exciting vith men diving, svdaaaing laader 
vater and ccaaing at last to the surface to open their captwed oysters* Here Brink 
has some splendid underwater shots* The film incliides island cottages of such 
historical figures as the painter Paul Gauguin* Beautiful Tahitian dances highlight 
the South Sea 4oumey to this never-to-he-forgotten island*
